tota ling $55,765.000 were approved 
Various reason- 
for the respective results may be- advanced, but the 
sa m e one would not apply in every Instance. 
And it 
m ust be k‘ pt in mind that we live in Salem , and only 
w ha t the Sa lem voters may or may not do is the issue 
fa cing us. Even whatever slig ht hopes election trends 
m a y give to wishful thinkers were not a ppa rent in 
Tuesda y’s voting in thes 
other com m unities. 
T hen 
wa s no genera l trend. 
The second lesson apparent from the above re­ 
su lts is one which seasoned com m unity leaders in 
Sa lem learned several years ago when a new sta te 
law made the requirement 65 per cent. 
It remains 
for those now seeking experience in com m unity affair: 
to take tha t lesson to heart, so they may understand 
fully tha t it is going to require work and a program 
of education to a tta in the desired goal 
To know that 
the community needs the varied programs to be pre­ 
sented and is in a most favorable position to finance 
them without ha rdship on taxpayers is not enough 
These groups a lso must learn how to a ppraise publi< 
opinion and how to sell the city’s im provem ent pro­ 
gram. The former in itself is not ea sily attain ab le 
a s few ever do an adequate job of it 
Salem faces im portant electio n s this year. At least 
two, and 
possibly three public 
im provem ent 
bond 
Issues will be presented to the votet.s. They represent 
the moat pressing of m any com m unity needs. 
Every 
one of them deserves a much larger vote tha n the 6f 
per ct nt necessary to merely approve them 
Those 
votes should reflect a civic consciousness which ha.- 
been dorm ant in Sa lem for several years 
They car 
be obtained, but the public must be assured tha t thi 
pla nning of these issues is sound, tha t needless ex­ 
penditures ha ve not been Incorporated or a tta ched to 
any part of the program, and tha t the issues presented 
are clea r-cut. conscientiously 
arrived 
at 
and 
a de­ 
quately expla ined. It is not a job lor a beginner, but 
many beg inners can be most helpful. Sound, seasoned 
leadership is the big requisite. 


They Deserve More 


'Hie great arm y of Sa lem women who did Red 
Cross work during the war received m erit ribbons and 
awards from a g ra teful com m unity a nd na tion tin 
other nig ht. They deserve m uch more tha n this recog­ 
nition, but thetr pride in receiving the awards shown 
ill the light of theii eyes a s they a ccepted them 
They 
did such a va st a m ount of work in every one of the 
varied pha ses ol the Red Cross war program tha t It 
Is difficult for the public to g ra sp the full extent and 
Import of their tota l contribution But a ll ca n com pre­ 
hend a su fficient a m ount of it to give tha nks to all 
those wom en who sa crificed so much and expected 
not pven public recognition in return. 
T ha t is the way Red Cross works in peace times os 
well a s in tim es of struggle. Always ha s Sa lem been 
proud of its Red Cross org a niza tion and the work 
a ccom plished, but never quite so proud a s it is today 
For Sa lem 's record is second to none in the na tion 
for a com m unity of its size a nd it ha s topped so many 
others tha t it ha s g a ined na tion-w ide recognition 
These wom en deserve more tha n m rit awards can 
represent, but they would not a ccept more if it could 
be proffered.

rumor tha t the W hite House m a y be ready to propose 
a settlem ent.

crea te dissa tisfa ction with every previous settlem ent 
oi a wage question, unless it proved to be lower than 
they were 
In tha t event, of course, it would have no 
effect on the coa l strike. 
A governm ent-proposed settlem ent would amount 
to notice that in the coa l industry, a s previously in 
the oil and steel industries a nd to som e extent in the 
oil industry, the governm ent had abandoned its pledge 
to restore g enuine collective barg a ining in the United 
Sta tes.

There are s o m e em ployers and some labor leaders 
who seem to like g overnm ent-dicta ted settlem ents ol 
their neg otia tions, but they a dm it in all honesty tha t

Inevita bly, w hen g overnm ent dicta tes a settlem ent 
it a ccepts responsibility for the consequences of the 
settlem ent. Tha t is. if it issues what ha s the effect 
of a n ultim a tum to boost wage ra tes by a certa in 
am ount. it m ust com e along im m edia tely with another 
ultim a tum to boost prices 
T his Is exa ctly what ha p­ 
pened in the steel industry. The form ula unposed on 


steel Im m ediately was a doptee by everyone el-e with
